They  believed  that  the  people  should 
judge  whether  their  offloer  had  acquitted 
himself  well  of  not ;  and  that  no  consti¬ 
tutional  provision  was  needed  to  keep  them 
from  making  fools  of  tbelnselves,  by 
choosing  a  bad  man  a  seoond  time.  Wssh- 
ingten,  the  first  President,  was  re-elected  ; 
John  Adams  waa  not ;  but  his  competitor, 
Jetfteraon,  who  hod  only  three  electoral 
votes  lees  than  Adams,  succeeded  him,  and 
waaiw-riaokal  8o  waa  the  oaxt  President, 
Madison  ;  and  tbe  next  Monroe.  John 
Quincy  Adams,  the  sixth  Prerident,  who 
was  not  the  ohoice  of  the  people,  having 
been  appointed  by  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentative,  filled  only  one  term  ;  while  bis 
strongest  competitor,  Andrew  Jackson, 
who  at  tbe  same  election  received  99  elec¬ 
toral  votes  to  Adams’s  84,  succeeded  him, 
and  was  re-elected  by  a  large  majority. 
Van  Boren  did  not  please  the  people  ;  and 
although  a  candidate  the  seoond  time,  he 
was  beaten  by  Wm.  Henry  Harrison,  hav¬ 
ing  received  one  hundred  and  ten  doctoral 
votm  lass  than  at  the  former  election. 
Hinoe  then,  various  ciroamstaneea  have 
conspired  to  confine  our  Presidents  to  one 
term ,  two  died  soon  after  entering  the 
office  ;  Tyler  desalted  hia  party,  and  se¬ 
cured  him  own  destruction.  8o  did  Fillmore. 
The  careers  of  Polk,  Pierce,  Buchanan 
nnd  Johnson  me  fresh  in  onr  minds, 
and  we  do  not  wonder  the  people  chose 
ntbem  to  fill  their  pUcao.  Lincoln  waa  re- 
1  now  Groat  also.

Thx  incompetenev,  unfaithfulness,  and 
disagreeable  manners  of  a  large  proportion 
of  serv.iuta  employed  iu  household  duties, 
renders  the  position  of  housewife  in  these 
latter  days  anything  but  enviable. 

Of  course,  there  are  some  precious 
oeptions  to  tilts  sweeping  detraction,  but 
they  are  not  numerous  or  frequent  Of 
those  who  offer  themselves  for 
one  iu  twenty,  as  eve 
knows,  can  make  a  batch  of  bread  accepta¬ 
bly,  or  properly  cook  a  roast  of  beef  with 
its  appurtenant  vegetablea.  Incapacity 
marks  all  other  departments  of  domestic 
servitude  in  a  greater  or  lesser  degree. 

Then  it  is  very  common  to  hear  of  their 
lack  of  interest,  an  t  of  their  untrust worthi - 
news.  8  imetimas  we  think  this  is  exag¬ 
gerated,  and  at  all  events,  if  It  be  not,  we 
think  employers  may  frequently  blame 
themselves  for  it.  Confidence  must  be 
posed,  if  we  would  secure  fidelity.  1 
most  feel  an  interest  for  the  well  being  of 
servants  if  we  would  expect  them  to  mani¬ 
fest  an  interest  in  onr  affairs.  We  must 
admit,  however,  that  in  this  latter  respect 
there  has  boen,  in  all  our  experience, 
little  encouragement  for  confidence  in  their 
sense  of  gratitude.  We  have  almost  con¬ 
cluded  that  with  servants  of  s  certain  na¬ 
tionality,  the  more  we  do  for  them  the 
they  will  think  of  ns  ;  and  the  more  pa¬ 
tient  we  are  of  their  disqualifications  and 
awkwardness,  and  the  more  paiDs  we  take 
to  teach  them,  the  fflfire  Wady  will  they  be 
to  leave  us  in  an  emergency  for  the  small¬ 
est  pretext,  wl^en  thoy  have  learned  how 
to  be  useful  and  efficient, 

.  Disagreeable  manners  are  frequently  a 
source  of  wretched  discourAgement ;  they 
are  rarely  to  bo  g>t  rid  of  in  adult  age.

could  l>e  located  at  a  convenient  centre, 
with  bells  and  speaking  tubes  arranged  so 
as  to  put  the  steward  in  communication 
with  every  household.

'The  great  advantage  of  such  a  scheme 
mast  be  obvious  to  all.  It  relieves  matri¬ 
mony  of  one  of  its  most  dreaded  conse¬ 
quences,  and  the  housewife  generally  from 
one  of  the  tnoet  difficult  and  annoying  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  her  positiei).  Wives  wonld 
thus  secure  time  for  mental  and  social  cul¬ 
ture,  end  mothers  for  theix  much- Deeded 
personal,  attention  to  the  core,  training 
and  education  of  their  children. 

We  suspect,  alsij,  that  this  would  bear 
investigation  as  an  economical  measure.
